Tax Booklet Now 
On Sale A t Sierra 
Madre Post Office 

A booklet that gives in¬ 
formation on how to fill out 
federal tax returns will be 
sold at the Sierra Madre Post 
Office, Postmaster Guy Ros¬ 
si announced today. 

“Your Federal I.ncome 
Tax" was written by the In¬ 
ternal Revenue Service and 
contains many examples to 
ilUi.strato how the tax law 
applies to actual situations. 
A special feature of the 
booklet is the .sample, filled 
i,n return. Form 10-10, keyed 
to pages where explanations 
can be found for each entry 
on the return. 

Thp 160-page booklet will 
■be on sale immediately and 
costs 75 cents a copy. 

"By selli,ng this booklet at 
po.stai facilities in the Pa.sa- 
dena area we are offering a 
(onvonient .service to our 
cu-stomer;-;," Po.stmaster Ro.ssi 
said. "We are participating 
in a .nationwide program to 
make the tax booklet avail¬ 
able to the public in 15,000 
po.stai facilities.” 

Another popular lUS pub¬ 
lication, “Tax Guide for 
Small Businos.s” will also he 
sold for 75 cents a copy al 
the Infernal Revenue Office. 

This publication answers 
many questions business¬ 
men have alxmt Fc'deral in¬ 
come, excise' and employ¬ 
ment taxe.s and al.sn con¬ 
tains a 1972 tax calend.av 
with due dates for various 
tax and information returns 
and payiTK'.nt.

13. QUESTION: Will a change in residence ad¬ 
dress of an individual or member of a general part¬ 
nership doing business under a filed fictitious name 
make necessary a publication when tiling is repeated 
at the end of each five year period? 

ANSWER; Yes, publication will be required 
when re-tiling is made at the end of each five 
year period if there has been arvy change in 
information” which makes a new statement differ 
from the old one. It there have been no changes 
In the statement from one five year period to the 
next, no additional publication will be required.

A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1,1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 

The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate. 

A fictitious name. Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is really dealing. Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and Time Clock Repair Shop” and the 
shop is really owned and operated by “Richard Roe” or the “East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.

5. QUESTIQN: Must all firm presently doing busi¬ 
ness under fictitious names file new statements? 

ANSWER; Yes, all must re-tile under new 
code sections of the Business and Professions Code 
which replace those in the Civil Code; The new 
sections are 17900-17930 and also Sections 7540 
and 10159.5 and Section 10522.5 of the Business 
and Professions Code, and Section 12300.2 of the 
Financial Code.

As the week ended, unhappy legislators had returned 
to Sacramento for the sole purpose of taking up reap- 
portionment, the Lieutenant Governor had convened the pm 
Reapportionment Commission, and the State Supreme 
Court had filed an order temporarily restraining the Com¬ 
mission from taking official action. 

Thus, all three branches of government had become 
actively involved in the difficult process of redrawing leg¬ 
islative district lines to reflect 1970 population figures. 

And the average citizen, following this confusing drama 
in his local newspaper, could bo forgiven for likening his 
state government to a three-ring circus. 

The State Constitution gives the responsibility to re¬ 
apportion Assembly, Senate, and Congressional districts 
to the U'gislature. It directs them to redraw district linos 
every ten years during the “first regular scssioit following 
each decennial Federal census . .

Tliese decennial “gerrymanders were 
usually imperfect, but they nevertheless had an impact 
at the polls. Assembly' Republicans, for example — having 
been the most recent victims of gerrymandering -- re¬ 
ceived about half of the popular vote in 1970, equal to 
40 seats. But only 37 Republicans were elected. 

Having regained control of the Legislature last year, 
the Democratic party would have normally been in a posi¬ 
tion to carve out an even more generous piece of the 
reapportionment pie. But this time his was not to be re¬ 
peated. First of all. California has a Republican Gover¬ 
nor who is not about to sign any reapportionment bill 
that would gerrymander his party into oblivion. Secondly, 
there are new court constraints that would tend to dis¬ 
courage the more cav'alier practices of the past. 

The landmark “one-man. one-vote” decision, for example, 
means that all districts must be equal, or at least nearly 
equal, in population. To partisan reapportionment archi¬ 
tects, this means it is no longer easy to overpopuUte a California, does

gerryTnandering the State in past reapportionment years 
that it was hard to improve on it. To do so would mean 
drawing a series of contorted and downright silly-looking 
districts that would bring angry out-cries from the public. 

In fact, under the constraints of the “one-man, one-vote” 
doctrine some funny-looking lines proved necessary just 
to maintain the status quo. 

The leadership in both houses exacerbated these prob¬ 
lems by waiting until late in the session to unveil pre¬ 
liminary plans and begin negotiations. Tlien, just as 
negotiations were getting underway. Assembly Republi¬ 
cans won an upset special election victory in East Los 
Angeles so, back to the drawing boards. 

In the end, negotiations broke off completely, and 
the regular session closed on December 2 without any 
reapportionment legislation being approved. This had 
never happened before, but it was a situation that had 
been anticipated in Article IV, Section 6, of the Constitu¬ 
tion. According to this section, a Reapportionment Com¬ 
mission must be convened by the Lieutenant Gov'ernor lo 
do the job the Legislature failed to do. The members of 
the Commission, in addition to the Lieutenant Governor, 
are the Attorney General, the State Controller, the Sec¬ 
retary of State, and the Superintendent of Public Instruc¬ 
tion. 

Th preliminary Commission meetings have now been 
held, but the Legislature is meanwhile attempting to pass 
reapportionment legislation in a special session, even 
though the Constitution states that it must be done during 
a regular session. And just to add to the confusion, legis¬ 
lative leaders are challenging the right of the Commis¬ 
sion to carry out its constitutional mandate in the Supreme 
Court. 

At this writing, the Supreme Court has issued a tem¬ 
porary restraining order preventing the Commission to 
act in advance of a final court decision. Thus, both the 
Commission and the Legislature are trying to redraw 
district lines — almost in competition — and wondering 
whose authority the Court will ultimately uphold.

The maximum rate of 
Interest to be paid on said bonds shall not exceed the maximum 
rate permitted by law. to wit. seven per cent (7%) per annum, pay¬ 
able semi-annually except that interc.st for the first year may be 
payable at the end of said year, the actual rate or rates of interest 
on said bonds to be determined at or prior to the time of the 
gale or sales thereof.

The Jarvis initiative petition to restrict the property 
tax to 1 per cent of true market value had until January 
3, 1972. to qualify with 520,806 names. More than that 
amount of names were filed with Registrar of voters over 
the state, however, enough of the names were disqualified 
for technical reasons to bring the total down below the 
number as required by law. 

Most of the disqualifications were based on the fact 
that the signers were not properly registered to vote, and 
that their precinct number was either incorrect on the 
petition or missing altogether. 

All of these are being contested in the various coun¬ 
ties in the state and a court action will be filed at once 
to test the election laws governing initiative petitions and 
the rights of all citizens to sign them. We believe the first 
amendment to the Constitution of the United States makes 
the right of all citizens to petition their government in¬ 
violate and no state law or administrative ruling can in¬ 
validate the signature of any citizen who gives his true 
address and is a citizen of California. 

The outcome of this court action will determine the 
qualification of the petition. 

ITEM — I am reliably told that we have 182 plan¬ 
ning commissions, all on salaries for the Southern Cali- in iieK)iutjon' No! 
fornia beaches. This army of tax paid people sit around in 
offices and “dream” up what should be done with the 
sand and the rocks on the shore line. They have nothing 
to do with the improvements and buildings inshore, just 
the waters edge. Most of these commissions have been 
at it for years, with no visible accomplishments — how¬ 
ever they are all finished with the plans for their own 
pensions. 

On top of this the law provides that Legislators can 
get benefits from the cost of living index. As the cost 
of living goes up the retirement pay goes up. Mr. Me 
Millan could soon be drawing in retirement pension more 
than $16,000 per year, which was his salary when he was 
defeated for re-election. 

Other state employees do not get anywhere near this 
kind of a retirement pay, and you would have to go a 
long way to find this kind of retirement in private busi¬ 
ness. 

It’s time the public took some action to bring a halt 
to this pension "racket.”
